DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is responsive to communication filed on June 1 7, 201 1 . In view of 
applicant's amendment and persuasive arguments, the prior rejection of claims 1, 4, 6, 
7, 1 2-1 4 and 1 6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Masayuki (JP 08- 
285132) in view of Walters, Jr. (US 4,383,546) and Dahl et al (US 2,254,472) and the 
prior rejection of claims 9 and 15 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Joebken (US 3,133,554) in view of Dahl et al and Iwabuchi (US 5,678,595) are hereby 
withdrawn. In view of applicant's amendments to the claims, the prior objection to claims 
7 and 9 is withdrawn and the prior objection to claim 1 is moot because the claim has 
been cancelled.

The drawings filed on January 3, 2006 and April 3, 2009 have been accepted by the 
examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 6, 7, 9 and 12-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a low pressure processing system or method 
comprising a reaction vessel, exhaust passage and a gate valve, the gate valve 
including the limitation of a plurality of first purge gas supply ports circumferentially 
arrayed beside an annular surface of the valve seat and a second purge gas supply 
ports circumferentially arrayed beside an annular surface of the valving element of the 
gate valve; and a purge gas valve and a controller controlling the flow of gas through 
the first and second purge gas supply ports.
